heryl became interested in miniatures early in the 
1980s. By the end of that decade she was produc- 
ing and painting her own exclusive line of figures.

Proceeding in the medieval 
theme, Cheryl’s range now includes crusaders and 
Saracens which she has been developing during the past 
year. 

In order to maintain quality and preserve the integrity 
of her figures, Cheryl produces her own pewter castings 
based on the Al Charles master sculptures. She does this 
by making vulcanized molds and produces figures from 
them with her own centrifuge casting machine. 

For safe handling and better visual appeal, she mounts 
her works on hardwood bases. These are cut and routered 
on her own woodworking equipment and completed in 
her choice of finishes. 

In essence, she starts with a block of wood and an ingot 
of metal, adds her artistic talent, along with her historical 
and heraldic research, then creates the medieval personal- 
ities we all love to see. 

The collaboration between England’s premier 
medieval miniaturist, Al Charles and America’s first lady 
of medieval miniatures has produced some of the most 
exquisite examples of heraldic knights to ever grace a con- 
noiseur collector’s cabinet.
